Nixon Will 
Talk Issues 
With Russia

BRUSSELS (AP) ~ President 


Nixon told America's European 
allies today that he later will 
"enter into negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on a wide range of 
issues," and he promised to con* 
suit with them both before and 
during the talks. 


Nixon, in a speech to the 


council of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization during the 
first stop of his eight-day Euro- 
pean trip, did not hedge about 
prospects for eventual Soviet- 
American talks. He said there 
will be negotiations "in due 
course, and with proper prepa- 
ration." 


The President made no men- 


tion of two crises of paramount 
concern to the Atlantic allies: 
the 
new dispute between the 


British 
and French 
govern- 


ments, and the possibility of an 
East-West confrontation in Ber- 
lin. 


To underscore this policy dec- 


laration, he said that because 
American-Soviet talks would di- 
rectly affect 
the nations

"on the basis of full consultation 
and cooperation with our allies, 
because we recognize that the 
chances for successful negotia- 
tions depend on our unity."

Religious Preiudlces 
Decline During 1968 
Political Campaign

WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 


nonpartlsan 
committee 
that 


watches over political campaign 
tactics says there was a major 
decline In appeals to racial and 
religious prejudice during the 
1968 presidential and congres- 
sional elections, 


In a report released today, the 


Fair Campaign Practlcs Com* 
mlttee said only 6 per cent of 
the unfair campaign complaints 
involved appeals to racial preju* 
dice, and only 3 per cent con* 
cerned religion. 


The committee, a nonpartl* 


san, private organization head* 
ed by Charles P, Taft of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, noted that racial and 
religious prejudice 
were the 


"two political pitches" which 
caused the most complaints in 
previous campaign years, 


"Most of the complaints filed 


with the committee during the 
1968 
campaign 
period were 


based on misrepresentation, dis- 
tortion or falsification of cam- 
paign 
material," the report 


said, And most of these came In 
the closing days before the elec- 
tion. 


"The Fair Campaign Prac- 


tices 
Committee staff 
study 


showed 
that political smear 


merchants still wait until the 
closing days of the campaign to 
play dirty politics," the report 
continued. 


The FCPC 
staff concluded 


that dirty politics really doesn't 
pay off, It said 81 per cent of 
those who filed what the com* 
mlttee considered valid com* 
plaints won their election con- 
tests, while 8*? per cent who filed 
invalid complaints lost at the 
polls* 


"Some candidates filed inval- 


id complaints against their op- 
ponents, publicizing their com- 
plaints and, in effect smearing 
their 
opponents by 
crying 


smear," the committee com- 
plained, 


The report gave no specific 


examples nor did it furnish a 
breakdown on complaints as be- 
tween the presidential race or 
House or Sen 
te contests, 


The committee said It was 


pleased arbitration had worked 
well In two Senate and five 
House contests it did not identl* 
fy. 


It said that in four house 


races where hearings were held 
to arbitrate campaign charges, 
"the candidate who lost the ar- 
bitration award or who refused 
to arbitrate also lost the elec- 
tion," 


The FCPC said 48 per cent of 


the complaints filed with it were 
against Democrats, 46 per cent 
against Republicans and 6 per 
cent against candidates of other 
parties.

ur oral report that C. H, 
Wilson of Fulton had his first 
martin visitor of the season 


Feb. 8 is corrected by a card 
Mr, Wilson sent your editor this 
week-end saying the date was 
Feb. 7 - not the 8th, So the new 
state-wide record for the first 
purple martin arrival moves up 
from Feb. 10, the official State 
Audubon Society record, to Feb. 
7. Mr, Wilson's written report 
is being forwarded to the society 
at Little Rock. 


The martins are definitely 


early this year. My own two boxes 
establish that fact. Ordinarily my 
martins are among the last to 
arrive in this area, usually the 
middle of March. But this year 
the date is Saturday, Feb. 22 - 
two weeks earlier than anything 
in the seven years I have been 
keeping records on my boxes. 


The first-visitor Saturday was 


a lone female. But there were 
four martins this morning. 


Here I have been warningother 


folks to clean out their martin 
boxes for the new season and I 
haven't gotten around to the job 
myself —but will do so today. 
Actually you have a couple of 
weeks to get rid of sparrow nests 
and other debris after the mar- 
tins arrive, for they scout around 
ihat long before beginning nest- 
ing. 


Here's the seven-year record 


of arrivals and departures at 
my martin boxes: 


1963 -March 21-July 17 
1964 -March 14 -July 4 
1965 -March 6 -July 12 
1966 -March 15 -July 4 
1967 -March 29 -July 15 
1968 -March 18 -July 4 
1969 - Feb. 22. 
If you are prone to speculate 


— and who isn't? —you might 
argue that .early arrival of the 
purple martins, means, an early 
Spring. Certainly the martin 
should be a more dependable 
harbinger than the legendary 
ground-hog and his shadow, which 
varies from one state to another 
on the vagaries of local weather. 


The martin is an insect-feeder, 


and he must be expecting an early 
crop of bugs to come up from 
South America so soon. There 
are no statistics that I know of 
on the relationship between the 
martin and the weather —but 
I'll put 
money on an early 


Spring. 


This is in writing - and I'll 


check back on it later to see how 
the speculation works out.

President 
Starts Eight 
Day Tour

LONDON (AP) - President 


Nixon arrived in England from 
Belgium today to feel another 
pulse in his eight-day tour of 
five European nations, 


In office only a little more 


than a month, the President il- 
lustrated as he left Brussels 
that domestic problems may be 
paramount in Washington but 
global commitments require his 
immediate attention. 


Speaking to representatives of 


the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, NATO, in the Bel- 
gian capital, he asserted: 


- The United States intends to 


"enter into negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on a wide range of 
issues." 


— Whatever 
evolves 
from 


East-West talks will be done 
within the consulting framework 
of NATO. 


— His government is dedicated 


to finding a road to peace 
around the world. 


— America's friends should be 


assured that his discussions 
abroad are intended to preserve 
the existing alliances but are 
open-minded 
on what comes 


next to make international part- 
nership work. 


The 
President's announce- 


ment in Brussels of a U.S, -So- 
viet summit meeting "in due 
course and with proper prepan- 
dons" added a major topic to 
the London talks with Prime 
Minister 
Harold Wilson and 


leaders of the Conservative op- 
position. 


It indicated that Nixon was 


lining up support of Western al- 
liance members for such a sum- 
mit and collecting their ideas on 
topics for discussion. 


Nixon's arrival with l&tooad" 


visers and 188 American news- 
men in two separate chartered 
aircraft presented a problem. 


Spending only about 40 hours 


here, the President was restrict- 
ed by the use of helicopters, 
huge security squads, and a 
schedule so tight the British 
were unlikely to see much of 
him. 


Jailhouse 
Lawyers 
Win Round 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jail- 


house lawyers won in the Su- 
preme Court today the right to 
dispense free legal advice to 
their fellow inmates. 


A 7-2 decision said Tennessee 


state prison officials had no 
right to keep William Joe John- 
son, an advice-giving convict, 
from helping illiterate or poorly 
educated prisoners who could 
benefit from his aid in prepar- 
ing appeals, 


The court majority, through 


Justice Abe Fortas, conceded 
that prison "writ writers" like 
Johnson are sometimes a men- 
ace to prison discipline and that 
the petitions they prepare are 
often so unskillful as to be a 
burden on the courts which re- 
ceive them. 


Paramount, however, the rul« 


ing found, was the right of poor 
and unschooled convicts to have 
access to all legal facilities as 
they fight for their freedom. 


The decision elicited a sting- 


ing dissent from Justice Byron 
R. White in which Justice Hugo 
L. Black joined. 


White said the majority was 


"putting it mildly" when it ad- 
mitted that jailhouse lawyers 
are sometimes a menace. 


"The disciplinary probjenis 


are severe, the burden on the 
courts serious and the dlsadvan* 
tages to prison clients of the

Court agreement today to look 
into the garnishment of work* 
ers' salaries by finance compa* 
nles. 


The NAACP Legal Defense 


Fund lawyers picked Wiscon* 
sin's garnishment law for their 
test case. The court will hold a 
hearing in the new term that be* 
gins In October. 


In 17 states wages can be gar* 


nisheed by a creditor without a 
hearing or a demonstration of 
special circumstances. The De- 
fense Fund said this amounted 
to a taking of property In viola* 
tion of the constitutional right to 
due process of law. 


The case at hand involves 


Mrs. Christine Sniadach, 25, of 
Milwaukee and the Family Fi- 
nance Corporation of Bay View. 
The company claimed she owed 
$420 and began an action in 
state courts in 1966. 


At the same time, Family Fi- 


nance filed an affidavit in coun- 
ty court and the Miller Harris 
Instrument Co. withheld $31.59 
of Mrs. Snladach's salary. She 
earned $65 a week as an assem- 
bly line worker. 


At no point, Fund lawyers 


said, was Mrs. Sniadach given a 
hearing on whether the garnish' 
ment was proper and the state 
law gives her none until the 
main action is tried. 


"Garnishments are a great 


hardship to wage earners, who 
cannot afford to lose even 10 per 
cent or 15 per cent of their 
wages and still maintain their 
families, and who are threat- 
ened in many Instances with 
being fired If they do not settle 
with their alleged creditors," 
the appeal said. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court 


upheld the state law in a split 
decision last December.

Israel did not announce how 


many Israeli planes made the 
raid, but a spokesman said the

Damascus indicated it 


may 
have been the biggest 


Arab-Israeli air clash since the 
1967 war. 


The cease-fire line between Is- 


rael and Syria had been rela- 
tively quiet since the June 1967 
war, but the Israeli army said 
the raid was in retaliation for a 
sharp increase in guerrilla at- 
tacks along the border since 
Jan. 20, including the machine 
gunning of a civilian bus Sun- 
day. 


The army said two soldiers 


were killed and three were 
wounded in 12 incidents of min- 
ing and shooting in the occupied 
Golan 
Heights, which Israel 


captured from Syrja in the six- 
day war. 


A spokesman said the Israeli 


planes bombed two locations— 
Maisalun, on the main Beirut* 
Damascus highway 
10 miles 


west of the Syrian capital, and 
El Hamme, on the Syrian* Leb» 
anese b o r d e r . He said El 
Hamme was the headquarters 
of the AI Fatah commando or- 
ganization for both Syria and 
Lebanon, and Maisalun served 
as a training base. 


The Israeli army claimed 


guerrillas from El Hamme fired 
on a bujs carrying 50 laborers 
Sunday and wounded one.
